NO MORE CITY JOBS 
UPEN, MAYOR SAYS 


Makes Announcement ‘‘In Fair- 


Present Employes. 


There are no more city jobs 
available, it was announced today 
by Mayor Dickmann, whose formal 
statement on jobs reads: “I am 
pleased to announce that the work 
of replacing employes in the city 
service has been completed.” 

The Mayor said he made the an- 
nouncement “in fairness to appli- 
cants as well as city employes.” 
He expressed regret at being un- 
able to accommodate “ worthy 
applicants,” but explained that all 
jobs vacated through the change in 
administration last April are now 
filled with the exception of a few 
key positions. The persons selécted 
for these positions have been noti- 
fied of their appointment, and will 
report shortly, the Mayor stated. 

The administration has been 
guided bv principles of efficiency in 
filling 3600 places, the statement 
asserts. All who have accepted ap- 
pointment in the city service must 
measure up to the standards estab- 
lished, the Mayor declared. He ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the work 
of replacing personnel had been ac- 
complished within four months 
after he took office. 

Not subject to replacement were 
1000 positions in the Fire Depart- 
ment, an equal number of technical 
and semi-technical positions, and 
500 nursing, social service and in- 
stitutional positions. The adminis- 
tration eliminated about 500 city 
positions. 

The announcement that no more 
city workers would be appointed is 
expected to be a blow to those poli- 
ticians who have been still seeking 
to find places for their supporters. 
Groups have gathered daily in the 
corridor near the Mayor’s office, 
seeking an audience. Recently no- 
tices were posted that jobs would 
be discissed only on Thursday af- 
ternoons.

DR HARVEY MUDD, 
NOTED SURGEON 
DES INTHE EAST 


Succumbs After Operation 
at Cambridge Hospital 
Where He Had Been 
Taken From. Rye Beach. 

BODY TO ARRIVE IN 

. ST. LOUIS TOMORROW 


Was the Chief Surgeon at 


St. Luke’s Hospital Since 
1899—Did Much Study- 
ing Abroad. 


Dr. Harvey Gilmer Mudd, emin- 
ent St. Louis surgeon, died early 
today in Charlesgate Hospital, 
Cambridge, Mass., following an op- 
eration for relief of prostatic in- 
flammation. He was nearly 76 
years old. 

Dr. Mudd was’in St. Louis until 
July 17, and was apparently in 
good health when he and Mrs. 


Mudd left for their summer home 
at Rye, Beach, N. H. At the sum- 
mer home, July 30, Dr. Mudd be- 
came ill, and called Dr. John H. 
Cunningham, Boston sufgeon and 
member of the Harvard faculty, 
who operated an him Monday. 

His son, Dr. Stuart Mudd, who 
is engaged in research work in 
Philadelphia, went to Boston to be 
with his mother. His telegram to- 
day to Charles Reber of 67 Van- 
deventer place said, “Father’s heart 
gave out this morning; bringing 
body to St. Louis.” 

The body, accompanied by the 
widow and sn, will arrive in St. 
Louis at 1:25 p. m. tomorrow. The 
funeral will be held Friday after- 
noon in Christ Church Cathedral, 
the hour to be announced later. 
Burial wil be in St. Louis. Dr. and 
Mrs. Mudd resided at.47 Vandeven- 
ter place. 

Father a Legislator. 


Dr. Mudd was born, Aug. 29, 
1857, in the family home at Lucas 
and Garrison avenues. His father 
was Henry T. Mudd, merchant and 
member of the Legislature, who was 
a leader in the movement for sep- 
aration of St. Louis from St. Louis 
County. His mother was formerly 
Sarah Elizabeth Hodgen, sister 
of Dr. John T. Hodgen, one of the 
foremost St. Louis physicians. 

Harvey, Mudd graduated from 
Central iy School, Fifteenth and 
Olive st » in 1876, and contin- 
ued his studies in Washington Uni- 
versity and St. Louis Medical 
School, affiliated with the univer- 
sity, where he took his M. D. de- 
gree in 1881. He did post-graduate 
work in London, Berlin, Paris, Vi- 
enna and Edinburgh. 

Returning to St.- Louis in 1887, 
he began his professional work, 
imiting himself almost from the be- 
ginning to the practice of surgery. 
He-was associated in practice with 
his older brother, Dr. Henry H. 
Mudd, who died in 1899. 


| Ohief Surgeon at St. Luke’s. 


He was appointed professor of 
clinical surgery in the Washington 
University Medical School in 
11899, when the present school was 
formed by consolidation of St. 
Louis and Missouri Medical Col- 
leges. In the same year he  be- 
came chief of staff of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, succeeding his deceased 
brother, who had succeeded their 
unele, Dr. Hodgen. 

He was consulting surgeon and a 
director of Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital since its founda- 
tion. 
principal medical and surgical or- 
ganizations, and was a former 


3| president of the American Associa- 


tion of Genito-Urinary Surgeons, 
and vice-president of the American 
Surgical Association. 

Through his professional life, Dr. 
Mudd was actively associated with 
St. Luke’s Hospital, to which he

operations, upon charity patients 
and members of the hospital per- 
sonnel. “He took an interest in the 
internes and nurses, and helped 
many of these young persons to 
form connections with other hos- 
pitals and clinics. |

He was Major and surgeon to the 
First Regiment, National Guard of 
Missouri, before the World War. In 
wartime he was a member of the 
Medical Reserve: Corps, and chair- 
man of the medical section of the 
State Council of Defense. By vir- 
tue of these services, he held mem- 
bership in the Army and Navy Club 
of Washington.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sought a decision 
in the dispute over the new work- 
ing code for the steel] industry in a 
conference today with Myron Tay- 
lor and Charles M. Schwab, lead- 


ers of the steel business, 

Taylor, chairman of the board of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and Schwab, the chairman of 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
arrived at the White House as the 
President’s industrial administra- 
tors were striving to bring the steel 
industry to a settlement on its pro- 
posed code for shorter working 
hours and higher wages. 

The leaders of the steel industry 
went to the White House to dis- 
cuss the situation with Mr. Roose- 
velt after yesterday’s conferences 
with Secretary Perkins and recov- 
ery officials over facts governing 
wages. Data on such subjects as 
normal employment and *wage dif- 
ferentials were reviewed. 

“The problem was to reconcile 
the figures of Dr. Alexander Sachs, 
the Steel Corporation and Miss Per- 
kins,” Administrator Johnson said. 
Sachs is Johnson’s statistical ex- 
pert. 

Taylor and Schwab were with 
the President for about 45 minutes. 
They departed immediately for 
New York. 

Steel Men Bar Green. 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
charged yesterday that representa- 
tives of the steel «jndustry had 
walked out of an NRA conferen¢e 
with Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins because he was present. 
Green said he regarded the action 
as “a challenge to the Govern- 
ment.” 

Miss Perkins had called the con- 
ference to adjust controversies over 
the labor provisions of the pending 
steel code. 

Secretary Perkins announced to- 
day that in order to facilitate a 
quick agreement on the steel code, 
statisticians and technical experts 
for the operators and those for the 
labor advisory committee of the 
recovery administration had been 
asked to meet, come to a common 
understanding and then report to 
Administrator Johnson. 

Miss Perkins Explains. 

“No individual or affected group 
is compelled to participate,“. she 
added, “and when it became obvi- 
ous that some of the operators 
(not ali I believe) preferred not to 
participate in the conference, the 
deputy; administrator, Kenneth 
Simpson, and I announced that the 
conference was dissolved. 

“In order to facilitate the admin- 
istrator’s prompt consideration of 
the code, we asked the statisticians 
and technica] experts who had been 


‘|working for the operators and for 


the Labor Advisory Committee on 
the economic and production facts 
in connection with the code to meet 
and come to a common understand- 
ing with regard to the facts and 
to make a report on same to the 
administrator.” 

“The question is,” Green said, 
“whether steel is to dictate to the 
Government or whether the Gov- 
ernment is going to set up machin- 
ery under the Industrial Recovery 
Act and require industry to work 
with that machinery.” 

In the conference room when 
Green entered were W. A. Irvin, 
president of United State. Steel; 
Eugene G. Grace, president of Beth- 
lehem Steel; E. T. Weir of National 
Steel, L. EB. Block of Inland Steel, 
Hugh Morrow of Sloss-Sheffield, 
and Tom Gridler of Republic 
Steel. 

Point of Difference. 

Steel—operating generally its 
own company unions and barring 
nationally organized -uniohs—was 
forced on the opening day of its 
code hearing to withdraw a labor/ 
clause which Administrator John- 
son felt attempted to modify the di- 
rect wording of the law. r 
was prepared to fight the p 
ion to the end.

KIDNAPERS GET 
AWAY FROM 300 
CHICAGO POLICE 


Squad Car Runs in Range 

of Fire After Package Is

ficers in Disguise.

Fugitives Escape on Foot—

CHICAGO, Aug. 16—A carefully 


laid police trap for kidnapers, 
which took three days of prepara- 
tion by city, county and Federal au- 
thorities, who used‘ 300 selected 
possemen from city, suburban and 
State’s Attorney’s forces, with wire- 
less squad car directing and air- 
planes soaring over the scene, went 
for naught yesterday, when two 
men who sought a further $50,000 
ransom installment from John Fac- 
tor, recently abducted market spec- 
ulator, escaped in a burst of gun 
fire. 

After the suspects escaped with 
a package representing final -pay- 
ment for Factor’s release, authori- 
ties had for their work an aban- 
doned sedan, two men in detention, 
who say they were hikers, and six 
others seized in a saloon as a re- 
sult ‘of clews uncovered in the pur- 
suit. 
ry Police reports indicated Richard 
(Yuma) Philips, known here as an 
underworld go-between; Vernon 
Miller, one of the notorious Harvey 
Bailey’ gang of Texas; Tommy 
Touhy, brother of Roger Touhy, 
held for the Kidnaping of William 
Hamm Jr., St. Paul Brewer, and 
George Kelly, said by authorities to 
be wanted in the Urschel kidnaping 
case of Oklahoma, were the men 
for whom the trap was laid. This 
information was regarded as a 
link between the various gangs re- 
sponsible for major kidnapings in 
the Middle and Far West of the last 
year. Only two men were believed 
to be in the fleeing car, however. 

Over-Anxious Police Squad. 

An over-anxious police squad, 
which forgot orders to cruise lazily 
in their auto near the negotiation 
area, north of suburban La Grange, 
and spurted ahead with a roar of 
engines at the signal which was 
to start the officers closing in, got 
the blame for the fiasco. It got for 
a moment between a police machine 
gunner and the suspects’ automo- 
bile, forcing the policeman to with- 
hold his fire. The suspects drove 
wildly off and finally were lost in 
the heavily forested region of the 
Western Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve area. 

Tapped wires on Factor’s tele- 
phone line started the hunt. Po- 
lice learned demands for additional 
thousands of dollars recently were 
made on the market plunger, who 
was released a few weeks ago after 
yielding $50,000 to his captors. They 
persuaded him to arrange to meet 
the new requests with authorities 
participating at the pay off. 

For a square mile about the stip- 
ulated spot officers threw their 
heavily armed line of hunters hid- 
den by trees and thickets of the 
region until the moment to spring 
the trap came. 

Signal From Planes. 

With a reported $500 marked 
money from Factor and additional 
bogus bills a police detail disguised 
as cab driver and passenger set off 
to th> appointed place, near Mann- 
heim road and Thirty-first street, 
a main highway to the city from 
the west. Under sealed orders the 
squads took position and an army 
airplane from Fort Sheridan and 
another piloted by an army flyer, 
both armed with submachine guns, 
flew overhead. They were to give 
the signal when the money. was 
passed and be ready if the kidnap- 
ers tried to escape by plane.

‘PEGGING’ IS ENDED, 
GRAINS DROP DAILY 
LIMITS AT CHICAGO 


September Wheat Price De- 
clines to 87 1-8; Cotton 
Falls $2 a Bale.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—With the reg 
moval of “pegged” minimum prices 
for grains on the Board of Trade 
today, all cereals dropped the ex- 
treme limits permitted at the open- 
ing and closed at same basis. 

While pegging was withdrawn, 
the daily price restrictions of 5 
cents for wheat, rye and barley, 
4 cents for corn and 3 cents for 
oats remained in effect and prices 
promptly sank the limit. Some of 
the opening prices were Septémber 
wheat 87%, September corn 45%, 
September oats 33% and Septem- 
ber rye 63 cents. 

Cash wheat, unrestrained by 
“pegs” or daily maximum allow- 
able dgcline, has dropped sharply 
during the past week. No. 1 hard 
wheat sold in cash market today 
at 84c a bushel, 17%c below the 
price paid for the same grade here 
last Thursday. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Cotton 
was more than $2 a bale lower at 
one time today. At the low levels 
recorded December delivery was 
selling at 8.66 cents. This compares 
with 12.20 cents in mid-July, or a 
cumulative decline of $16.70 a bale. 
The downward movement started 
upon the publication of the Gov- 
ernment crop report last week.

After the car, driven by Colley, 
began weaving, he said he leaped 
from it, ran down fthe road after 
it a short distance and then fled 
into the woods.

He was captured some dis- 
tance from there after a __ blood- 
hound had trailed him. 

His statement, expanding on his 
earlier brief confession, was made 
to Prosecutor Halbert, Chief of 
Police Joe Wakelin and Chief of 
Detectives: Herbert Akers of -Hot 
‘Springs, and newspaper men, : 

The police said they ‘found a lIet- 
ter from Shank in the clothing of 
one of the victims, Mrs. Ethel Col- 
ley, advising her and her husband, 
Alvin, to “keep eyes open, mouth 
shut” and he would soon join them 
and “you will all be rich.” 

Colley and his wife and two sons, 
7 and 11 years of age, were found 
dead and dying of poison on a 
highway near Malvern late yester- 
day after their car had crashed 
into a fence and. Shank had fled 
into the woods. 

Shank —9 authorities an- 
nounced, in the following brief 
statement which he said he would 
amplify after he had some sleep: 

“I am guilty of the murder of the 
four persons at Malvern by poison 
and I only ask that you officers 
recommend to ‘the courts that they 
grant me all the leniency possible. 
Poison Apparently in Grape Juice. 

Colley was sought by Wayne 
County (O.) authorities on a war- 
rant charging him with stealing re- 
ceipts and other evidence from the 
office of Prosecuting Attorney Ly- 
man R. Critchfield Jr., which was 
intended for prosecution of Clar- 
ence Braucher of Barberton, O., on 
a forgery charge. Shank was at- 
torney for Braucher. 

The evidence, the Ohio prosecu- 
tor said, was stolen while Brauch- 
er was_out on bond. 

After Shank had been captured, 
he took the officers. to the spot 
where he said they had all eaten 
lunch during a short motor trip.

Lyman R. Critchfield Jr. in trying 
Clarence Braucher of Barberton on 
a forgery charge. Shank was at- 
torney for Braucher. 
Attorney Fred Cain, who: shares 
law offices with Shank, said he had 
seen Colley tn the offices several 
times and that Shank had used him 
in some investigation. 

Sheriff Nauman said evidence in 
the Braucher case was stolen from 
the Prosecutor’s office while Brau- 
cher was free under bond. Brau- 
cher was convicted and _ started 
serving a penitentiary sentence last 
month. Nauman said _ suspicion 
fastened on Braucher, although 
fingerprints identified as Colley’s 
were found at the scene of the 
theft, and an indictment charging 
robbery was returned against Brau- 
cher after the forgery conviction. ~ 
Later, however, the Sheriff said, 
Colley’s activities aroused suspicion 
and a warrant was issued for him. 
Shank has been a resident of 
this section since his graduation 
from college and for a time gained 
wide notice as a Justice of the 
Peace in handling liquor cases.

34 ohn Winston Boyd, Negro ex- 
convict who confessed on Monday 
that he had criminally attacked 10 


women in the last four months, 
told police today he was guilty of 
an attack in May; 1932, for which 
was sentencec to years in 
prison. 

Boyd: also told police of two’ more 
attempted attacks, four holdups 
and two burglaries this year which 
he had not previously admitted. 
The attack of which Johnson was 
found guilty occurred at the home 
of a young married woman on 
Clarence avenue. She identified 
Johnson as the man who threat- 
ened to kill her and her baby with 
a knife.. The trial took place last 
November in Circuit Judge Ham- 
ilton’s court, with the State asking 
the death penalty and the woman 
stating from the witness stand 
that she thought her testimony 
justified a hanging Verdict. 

Defendant Denied Charge. 

One other witness said she had 
seen Johnson in the vicinity of the 
home. Johnson made a flat de- 
nial, saying that he did not even 
know where Clarence avenué was 
and was on way to work at the 
time in question.

“As the man who personally con- 
tacted and paid off in their own 
appointed place the kidnapers of 
Charles F. Urschel, I implore you 
to exert immediately the entire en- 
ergy and power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to the stamping out of 
kidnaping, racketeering and gang- 
sterism. 

“T am convinced that city, coun- 
ty and state police, limited by ter- 
ritorial. boundaries and lack of 
finances, are helpless in the war- 
fare against this appalling menace 
which, unchecked, will threaten 
even the White House. 

“In my opinion there is one force, 
and only one, which can wipe out 
this insidious threat. My intimate 
contact for three weeks with this 
force convinces me it is seriously 
handicapped by lack of personnel 
and finances. 

“Give to the division of investi- 
gation of the Department of. Jus- 
tice unlimited power, men and 
money, and it will hang or im- 
prison every gangster.”

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REPORT URGES REFUND 
BY 65 FIRE RISK FIRMS 


Special Commissioner’s Find- 
ings Adverse to Insurance 
Companies. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 16. — 
Issuance of court orders to restrain 
45 of the stock fire insurance com- 
panies in Missouri from further col- 
lection of a 16 2-3 per cent increase 
in fire insurance rates, and to re- 
quire them, and 20 other companies 
which have withdrawn from the 
State, to refund excess premiums 
collected so far, is recommended by 
J. A. Walden of Moberly, Special 
Commissioner of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, in a report filed yes- 
terday with the court. 

The Commissioner’s finding was 
filed in a quo warranto proceeding 
instituted by Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick last January, to block fur- 
ther collection of the higher rates 
and to enforce refunds, on the 
ground the companies, in collecting 
higher rates that had not been ap- 
proved by the State Insurance De- 
partment, were exceeding and vio- 
lating their charter and corpora- 
tion license privileges and powers. 

The report, which is subject to 
approval, rejection or modification 
by the Supreme Court, will be con- 
sidered when the case is argued be- 
fore the court en banc on Sept. 238. 

The increased rates were put in 


porary injunctions issued by the 
Federal District Court in Kansas 
City, after former State Insurance 
Superintendent Joseph B. Thomp- 
son disapproved the increase. Sep- 
arate injunction suits by 137 com- 
panies to maintain the higher rates 
are pending in Federal Court, and 
74 other companies joined in anoth- 
er proceeding pending in Cole Coun- 
My Circuit Court for review of 
Thompson's order denying the in- 
crease. 

Virtually all of the companies 
have been collecting the higher 
rates, the increase being fmpound- 
ed pending final decision in the 
two sets of cases. About $6,000,000 
has been impounded in Federal 
Court. and more than $1,000,000 in 
Cole County Circuit Court.

Judge Refuses to Enjoin 
Ickes; Doesn’t Rule on 
Constitutionality of NIRA 


Declares Constitution Should Be Read in 
Light of Law of Necessity, in Rejecting 
Oil Men’s Petition: 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16—The 
national recovery law, bulwark of 
President Roosevelt’s economic re- 
habilitation program, was upheld in 
principle yesterday by Justice Jos- 
eph Cox of the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court. 

Without passing iormally on the 
question of the constitutionality of 
the law raised before him, the ju- 
rist denied a plea of Texas refiners 
for an injunction against recent or- 
ders of Secretary Ickes prohibiting 
interstate shipment of oil produced 
in violation of state regulations. 
Council for the oil men gave notice 
of appeal. 

Justice Cox explained the denial 
was based on a belief that the court 
lacked the power to enjoin Ickes 
because he was carrying out an ex- 
ecutive order of President Roose- 
velt, the Judge added that even 
he felt the court had such power 
it should hesitate to use it. 

“Congress has declared that a

“I don’t think the act can be sus- 
tained-on any ground.” 

He declared the act was an un- 
constitutional delegation by Con- 
gress of its powers to the Presi- 
dent. Concerning constitutional] 
provisions for Congress to act for 
the “common defense and general 
— of the United States,” he 
said: 

“It has repeatedly been held that 
this clause is a limitation of the 
taxing power of the United States, 
and that only. 

“The act complained of is uncon- 
stitutional and void for the further 
reason that it is an attempt to dele- 
gate power to the President of the 
United States to regulate interstate 
and foreign commerce. This power 
cannot be delegated, but must be 
exercised by Congress alone.” 

Denies Delegation of Authority. 

Fahy, in reply, asserted the law 
specifically prohibited interstate 
movement of oil froduced in viola- 
tion of state orders and conferred 
on President Reosevelt the ad- 
ministrative authority to carry out 
that purpose. 

Congress was not delegating a 
legislative function to the chief ex- 
ecutive, Fahy held, but was assign- 
ing to him the authority to carry 
out its intent and to decide when 
its legislation -should become ef- 
fective. 

In urging dismissal of the injunc- 
tion suit, Fahy told Justice Cox his 
court had no jurisdiction. He said 
the oil regulations were promulgat- 
ed by Secretary Ickes under orders 
from the President, and continued: 

“Although the defendant denies 
that the statute, the President's or- 
ders and the regulations made pur- 
suant there to are in any respect 
unconstitutional or invalid, a peti- 
tion or a bill for injunction or re- 
straining order against the Presi- 
dent or his agent would not lie, 
even though said statute, executive 
orders or regulations were uncon- 
stitutonal or otherwise invalid.

Obviously not. They can all advance reasons enough 
why they should not or cannot conform to the New 
Deal. They feel very much as “Divine Right” Baer 
felt about the anthracite’ coal deposits ot Pennsyl- 
vania. In his philosophy, these deposits were veated 
in the coal barons by a practical Providence, which 
could not otherwise expect them to serve their di- 
vine purpose. It was the age-long philosophy of divin- 
ity. reposed in rulers, that divinity which, in the 
words of Hamlet, “doth hedge a king.” : 

It is this “way of life’ which has ruined all prior 
civilizations, as it was upon the point of ruining our 
own. The people of the United States have turned 
their backs upon it. Reacting to its advancing de 
cay exactly as the founders of the Republic felt they 
would react if the state educated them and taught 


ushered in the new. It is one of the rare instances 
in history of peaceful revolution, a political phenome- 
non for which democracy has been setting the stage 
for hundreds of years. Where countries such as 
Italy turn back to the oftentimes benign but still 
dangerous rule of the Caesars, the United States 
moves on with the certitude of an educated electorate 
to a better and a fairer day than earth has known. 

There is a degree to which the test of the New Deal 
lies in the Government’s controversies with such pow- 
erful institutions as the Steel Corporation and the 
press. The Steel Corporation ramifies into the strong: 
holds of the money power. It is to our national econ- 
omy, and so to the mores of the people, that veritable 
“glass of fashion and mold of ‘form” which distin- 
guished an era. What tit era was we have no 
need to be told. It was characterized by greed that 
became at last so unbridled as to shock the prostrate 
nation with its hideous mien. Neither the Steel Cor- 
poration nor the press was more than a symbol. The 
one stood for that greed which at last spewed up out 
of the welter of materialism 504 super-millionaires, 
and the other condoned every business racket by 
which the masses were in time dispossessed. The one 
pillaged the national economy, and the other stopped 
the mouth of the watchman. 

But to tell either of these what it must do in the 
new order is not enough to put the Recovery Act 
over. This would be only a show of the power of the 
Government in a given test. It is public opinion 
that must avail itself of the clear field opening 
before it when the captains and the kings of the 
old order have been handed their codes and shown 
out by the sergeant-at-arms. It is for this reason 
that Gen. Johnson, Administrator of the Recovery 
Act, is telling his story to the people. The people 
can make the Recovery Act a success. They alone 
can make it a success. It was designed for them, 
and, given their support, it will do for them what 
nothing else could. 

Not voluntarily will greed surrender anything. The 
depression is almost four years old. No move was 
made anywhere to end it by those who had caused it. 
The great industries had their institutes, but they 
had no machinery for diffusing a greater portion of 
the profits of industry through the masses. The 
banks, which had gambled with the depositors’ mon- 
ey and brought banking to the low level of the bucket- 
shop, were stuffed with money which none could bor- 
row. The predatory utilities, while all other com- 
modity prices descended, while the farmer went bank- 
rupt and the factory worker had to be fed by society, 
steadfastly milked the people for millions at the same 
high rates. So it was a stalemate, in which the longer 
the bread lines grew the tighter did greed clutch to 
its heart everything it had held. 

The end came exactly as Senator James Couzens 
of Michigan said it would. More than two years ago 
he told industry that if it would not surrender its ex- 
orbitant profits and put the people to work, the Gov- 
ernment would do it for them. Thus: 

_ If they don’t get busy and do this job pretty 
soon, Congress will do it for them. In a repre- 
sentative government like this, people will not: 
suffer indefinitely in the midst of plenty. ‘We 
have heard a lot of complaints from business men 
about “Government interference in business.”

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MISSOURIS LOW GASOLINE TAX. 

Missourians needn’t complain about thé State gas- 
Oline tax of 2 cents a gallon, which is guaranteed 
against increase before 1938, if théy consider the 
taxes élsewhere. In some states, the aggregate of 
taxes On gasoline éxceeds the cost of the fuel itself. 

All states now have the gasoline tax, and the aver- 
age, as shown by the American Association of State 
Highway Officials, is 41-6 cents a gallon. The 
only other commonwealths having as low a rate as 
Missouri are the little New Englanders, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, also the District of Columbia, all 
of which charge 2 cents. Twelve states, including 
three of our neighbors, Illinois, Iowa and Kansas, 
collect 3 cents. Thefe are 17 charging 4 cents, in- 
cluding Oklahoma and Nebraska, and eight levying 5 
cents, including Kentucky. Six Southern states—

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OUR THREATENED ELMS. 
Tree lovers, particularly those who admire the high- 
arching American elin, will regret to learn that the 
deadly Dutch elm blight has been discovered in the 
United States. Observed only a few weeks ago, this 
disease is already known to exist in 150 cases in 
New Jersey and is being reported in other places. 
The seriousness of the discovery is well known to all 
who are familiar with the havoc which this particular 
enemy of trees has wrought to elms in Europe. 
R. Kent Beattie of the Fetieral Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry likens the ravages of the Dutch blight to the 
killing epidemic which some years ago ruined virtu- 
ally all the chestnut trees of our northeastern section. 
Fortunately, at the present time there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of the Federal Government to care 
for the nation’s trees. Under thd provisions of the 
Recovery Act, the Public Works Administration has 
promptly authorized ure of Federal funds in iso 
lating and combating the Dutch elm blight. With 
the co-operation of owners of elm trees who report 
cases of wilting and prematurely yellow or brown 
leaves, this tree disease stands to be blotted out be 
fore it gets very far. Among the things the next 
generation will need to thank the Public Works Ad- 
ministration for may be the preservation of one of 
the most historic and beautiful of all our shade trees. 
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SPREAD OF P. R. 

The proportional representation system has come 
into wide use since the middle of the last century, 
when John Stuart Mill gave his indorsement to one 
of its forms ahd pointed out that democracies must 
be especially careful that minorities got proper rep- 
resentation.

Regulated crop production reverses U. S. policy and ends laissez-faire, official says; 
plan has been assailed as wasteful, but, he asserts, real waste is in growing more 
than can be used; restriction raises problem of what to do with land taken out of 
cultivation; thinks result will be entire readjustment of rural and urban life. 


N changing our pattern of basic crop 
| production, we have set upon a process 
which is bound to alter our entire agri- 
cultural structure, and I think it may go 
beyond that and lead in time to a rational 


resettlement of America. The agricuitural. 


adjustment experiment is the opening move 
of a historic attempt to devise a sensible 
working policy for our land. 

The idea of adjusting harvests to actual, 
going demand is not. altogether new in his- 
tory, but the magnitude and boldness of 
our cotton adjustment campaign, and of the 
wheat adjustment effort, which is now to 


follow, dwarf, certainly,-all historical prec

Adam Smith, father of laissez-faire eco- 
nomics, held that competitive forces should 
be given free play, unlimited, dog eat dog.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The 
steamer Rex of the Italian Line 
docked today with all records for 
TransAtlantic crossings broken. 
She wrested the title from the Eu- 
ropia which had won it from the 
Bremen. The Bremen had taken 
it from the Mauretania. 

The elapsed time of the Rex was 
4 days, 13 hours and 58 minutes 
from Gibraltar to Ambrose Light. 
The Europa had made the 32-mile 
shorter run from Cherbourg in 4 
days, 16 hours and 56 minutes. 

The Rex’s average speed was 
28.92 knots. The fastest day’s run 
was made at an average of 29.91 
knots, covering 736 miles in 24 
hours.

“The American Negro, for in- 
stance, imitates the American cul- 
ture as the French Negro imitates 
that culture or the English Negro 
the English culture. The Negro is 
really an Eastern product, and he 
is building something artificial by 
imitating Western cultire. 

May Be Contributing Force. 
“America has the youngest cul- 
ture in the world, and a derivative 
one at that. Instead of imitating 
it. the American Negro should 
hark back to his own racial tradi- 
tion, and who knows but that he 
may be a contributing force to the 
eventual American culture.

OME knitters must look to 
H their laurels. The manufactur- 

ers with their high-powered 
machines have been as busy as they 
these last few months and the re 
sult of their industry promises to 
bring discouragement to those who 
still are ranked as amateurs. , 

Not for several years have there 
been so many and such varied types 
of ready-made knitted apparel to 
start the new season. And judging 
by the cleverness displayed by de- 
signers and the quality of their 
products, they must believe that 
women will be too busy with other 
endeavors this coming fall and win- 
ter to spend much time with their 
needles. Certainly they have chal- 
lenged them to do their best if they 
want to meet high-powered compe- 
tition. 

The array of new knitted fashions 
extends from the very practical 
shirtwaist dress to the three-piece 
suit that can be worn for almost 
any daytime occasion. Even the 
swagger sports coat is represented, 
to be worn either with a_ short- 
jacket knitted suit or with any 
other casual clothes. 

The variety of types is no more 
interesting than the variety <f 
weaves. Feathery effects are im- 
portant. Rabbit’s hair is woven 
with zephyr yarn to achieve a lead- 


ing fashion success. Combinations 
of boucle and angora.bring a soft- 
ness and a warmth to some stun- 
ning suits. Designs likewise are 
original with the polka dotted 
theme of the summer well repre- 
sented and tweed-like patterns in 
woodsy tones adding fascination to 
these wearable, all-purpose clothes. 


ND when it comes to the blena- 
A ing of colors or the presenta- 

tion of unusual shades, the 
knitted wear manufacturers are 
taking the lead. There are daring 
yarns and subtle yarns woven to- 
gether to create shades that a 
modernistic artist never even 
dreamed of. A Chinese red blouse 
appears with a caviar colored suit 
to produce one of the most stunning 
alliances of the new season. Shades 
taken from fall flowers such as the 
zinnia, the chrysanthemum and the 
aster are reproduced to add 
glamour to sportswear events and 
to give a select dresser assurance 
that she can appear in something 
different from her neighbors. 

The costumes sketched give a 
glimpse into the knitted fashions 
of the autumn and indicate why 
the home knitters will have con- 
siderable trouble in holding their 
reputations.
